BE THANKFUL TO REST. 

How to Relieve Your Eyee if You Must 
Finish Work, 

There are not many dtVotees of the 
embroidery needle whos|reyes and back 
do not grow weary aftef working more 
than just so long. Yet at times when 
it^is imperative or desirable that a 
tle more be accomplished, in order to 
fthish the piece in hun£ at the time re¬ 
quired, there is a very definite relief to 
be found in a certain change of posi¬ 
tion. When the sight and back muscles 
begin to tire try taking a good plump 
pillow—one with a smooth cover—into , 
the lap and allow the elbows to rest on 
it slightly. The altered position will be 
found to relieve the muscles of the 
body, and the change of focus will rest 
the eyes at the same time. This latter 
“kink” is not sullleieutly well known 
among those having rather sensitive 
eyesight.

Their fine physique, their splendid j 
bearing, their dauntless spirit their i 
cause—your cause and our cause— 
filled us with admiration, and as we 
bared our head to salute them we 
thought of Longfellow’s lines: 

Our hearts, our hopes, our prayers, our

Our faith triumphant o'er our fears, 

Are all with thee—are all with thee! 

They have left us to play a man’s - 
part in their country’s' cause—the 
cause of Liberty! 

They may not win glory or renown, 
but they have won the regard and 
gratitude of one hundred million peo¬ 
ple of the United States, whose Na¬ 
tional honor they will maintain. 

But they go against a ruthless foe. 
They go, knowing that they are offer¬ 
ing their all—all that any one can ] 
give—life itself, if necessary—and 
here let each South San Francisco 
woman ask herself a question. 

“When the war drums beat no 1 
longer and the battle flags are furled” \ 
—when these boys will be returning j 
to those that love them—what will be ^ 
within their hearts in the way of . 
gratitude to you? 1

NEED HERS 

Ten thousand men are needed to 
officer the nation’s new merchant 
marine. The University of California 
is co-operating with the United States 
Shipping Board in conducting courses 
to equip American citizens for this 
new career. The first men to com¬ 
plete these courses, as conducted for 
the Shipping Board at San Francisco, 
San Pedro and San Diego, have just 
finished a six weeks’ course and are 
taking their examinations for licenses 
-“-most of them as second officers— 
before the United States local steam¬ 
boat inspectors at San Francisco and 
San Pedro. The inspectors report 
that these men have shown the 
greatest zeal and interest and that 


they are likely to make excellent 
officers for the merchant marine. 

With millions of tons of new mer¬ 
chant ships soon to sail the seas under 
the American flag, the opportunity 
for careers as officers in the merchant 
marine has vastly expanded. Men 
who wish, immediately on completing 
their training, to become officers in 
the merchant marine, must have had 
sea experience. On successfully com¬ 
pleting a six weeks’ course, they are 
then eligible to take the examinations 
of the steamboat inspection service 
for appointment as junior officer on 
coastwise or South American vessels. 
After serving for two months at $75 a 
month, they will then be a liberty to 
go on full pay at the rate prevailing 
in the Atlantic service—and that rate 
is at present high. Enlistment is not 
required.
